The meeting was called to order with Mayor Miller presiding.

Invocation was delivered by REV, DAVID LARSON, Prince of Peace Lutheran
Church, 1635 East Live Oak Street.

Councilman White moved that the Minutes of the meeting of November 1%,
1957, be approved.

MR. WALTER FLEET appeared before the Council regarding frontage of his
property at 1200 South lst Street, stating he was being denied the use of nine
feet and 3 Inches due 4o a bridge railing. He stated none of his property had
been taken, but the access had been cut off. The Council decided to make =
persenal inspection of the property, and to meet Mr. Fleet at 1:300 P.M.

MR. H. P. ALLEN, MR. FULLERTON and others appeared in opposition to the
change in zoning. They referred to deed restrictions, traffic hazards and
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other objections. MR, O'QUINN representing the aspplicants, stated the building
and plans were in compliance with all city regulations and had been worked out
with city offieials. After the rehearing of this application and after dis-
cussion, the Mayor asked those who .itished to grant the change to "C-2" Commer-
cial to the AUSTIN NATIONAL BANK, representing Mr. Harry D. Pruett who has set
up a Trust with the Bank, to vote “aye”; those opposed to vote "no". Roll call
ghowed the following vote:

5000-5010 CAMERON ROAD, AND 1101-1105 EAST 518T
STREET, IN THE CITY OF AUSTIN, TRAVIS COUNTY,
TEXAS;. ORDERING A CHANGE IN THE USE MAPS SO AS

TO RECORD THE CHANGE HEREBY ORDERED; AND SUSPEND~
ING THE RULE REQUIRING THE READING OF ORDINANGES

THAT the City Ceuncil of the City of Austin hereby approves as a
filling station site the property located at the southeast corner of the
intersection of Elmwood Place and San Jacinto Boulevard, which property fronts
136.3 feet on Elmwood Place and 197.8 feet on San Jacinto Beulevard being all
of Lot 51 of College Court and a guit claimed portien of San Jacintoc Boulevard
in the City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, and hereby authorizes the said
Humble 0il and Refining Company to coustruct, maintain, and operate a drive-in
gasoline filling station and to censtruct curbs, ramps, and sidewalks in con-
Junction therewith subject to the same being censtructed in complianmce with all
ordinances relating therete, and further subject to the foregoing attached
recommendations and plans. The Building Inspector is hereby authorized to
issue an occupancy permit for the operation of this filling station after full
compliance with all the vrovisions of this resclutien, and said permission
shall be held to be grented and accepted to all necessary, reasonmable and
proper, present and future regulations and ordinances of the City of Austin,
Texas, in the enforcement of the proper Police, Traffic and Fire regulations;
and the right of revocatien is retained, i1f after hearing it is found by the
City Council that the said Humble 0il and Refining Company has failed and
refused and will continue to fail and refuse to perform any such cenditlons,
regulations and cerdinances.

"We, the undersigned, have considered the application of Humble Oil
and Refining Company for permission te construct, maintain, and operate a
drive-in gasoline filling station and to construct commercial driveways in
conjunction therewith upon the preperty located at the southeast cormer of
the intersection of Elmwood Place and San Jacinte Boulevard, which property
fronts 136.3 feet on Elmwood Place and 197.8 feet on San Jacinto Boulevard,

being all of Let 51 of College Court and a guit claimed pertion of San Jacinto
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Boulevard in the City of Austin, Travis County, Texas. The property upon which
thie filling station is to be located 1s owned by Humble Oil and Refining
Company, and we hereby advise that the following conditions exist.

"The property upen which this filling station is to be located is
designated as "0" Office upon the zoning maps of the City of Austin. Special
permission for s filling statien on this site was granted the Baptist Foundation
of Texas by the City Council on May 23, 1957.

"All drainage, natural or otherwise, from this filling station is to be
disposed of in such & manner that such drainage will not flow acress the side-
walk area into the street, and furthermore, shall not create a nuisance to
others in the neighborhood. It 1s understooft that the disposal of such drainage
- shall bhe entirely the responsibility of the property owner. Any waste connec-
tion to a storm sewer which empties into an open drainageway shall be discon-
tinued, if the waste becomes a nuisance or damages any property or rights of
others in the vicinity of the open drainageway.

"We recommend that Humble 0il and Refining Company be granted permission
to construct, maintain, and operate said drive-in gasoline filling station and
to construct curbs, ramps and sidewalks in conjunction therewith subject to
the following conditions.

“(1) That all buildings and egquipment shall be placed inside of the
propertyiline; correct lines to be obtained before construction starts or
equipment is installed. Lines and grades to be obtained from the Department
of Public Works for entrances and driveways; bullding lines to be approved by
the City Building Inspector. That the applicant shall confer with the Depart-
ment of Public Works as to future grades of the sidewalks and gutters on the
adjacent streets before he starts any construction relative to the filling
station. ‘

"(2} That only underground tanks shall be used, and that all pumps
gshall he so located that it will be impracticable to service motor vehicles
therefrom while said motor vehicles are standing on any part of a sidewalk,
street, or alley.

"{3) That the gasoline tanks, pumps, and all equipment used in connec-
tion with the storage and handling of gasoline shall be an approved type and
shall bear the label of Underwriters Laboratories, Inc., and that all con-
struction of the filling station improvements shall be in accordance with the
Building Ordilnance, the Zoning Ordinance, the Filling Station Ordinance, and in
accordance with the ordinance prohibiting the disposal of commercial water or
oils upon the €ity Streets.

"(4) fThat the grades of the station shall be such that no waste water
or oils or any floor washings shall ever pass over the City sidewalk area and
that all of said oils and water shall be concentrated into a ecombined grease
and sigd trap which shall be constructed in accerdance with our standard plan
2-H-1u46,

"(5) 'That all filling station improvements, pump islands, driveways,
ramps, gutters, sidewalks, and curbs shall be constructed of concrete at the
expense of the applicant as set forth upon the plan, hereto attached, which
plan bears the Department of Public Works file number 2-H-1537.
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"(6) Expansion joints shall be constructed as shown upon the plan,
hereto attached, marked 2-H-1537 and shall be of the premoulded type.

"(7} When the owner considers that he has complied with all the
requlirements of the City of Austin for filling stations, he shall apply for
a final inspection, and upon approval, the Building Inspector shall issue a
Certification of Operatiem before such filling station can bhe put into service.

"(5) That all filling station improvements, pump islands, driveways,
ramps, gutters, sidewalks, and curbs shall be constructed of conerete at the
expense of the applicant as set forth upon the plan, hereto attached, which plan
bears the Department of Public Works file number 2-H-1538.

"(6) Expension jointe shall be constructed as shown upon the plan,
hereto attached, marked 2 - H - 1538 and shall be of the premoulded type.

"(7) When the Gwner considers that he has complied with all the re-
guirements of the City of Austin for filling stations, he shall apply for a
final inspection, and upon approval, the Building Inspector shall issue a
Certifivation of Operation before such filling station can be put into service.

(5) That the Contracter shall furnish the City of Austin a surety
bond in the sum of One Thousand Dollars ($1000), which shall protect, indemnify
and hold harmless the City of Austin from any claims or damages to any person
or property that may accrue to or be brought by any persen by reason of the
exercise or abuse of the privileges granted the Contractor by the City of Austin
and shall guarantee the replacement of all sidewalks, pavement and all other
public property and public utilities disturbed or removed during the censtruction
work and shall further guarantee the construction of a walkway and other safe-
guards during the occupancy of the space.
